The inventions are distinct, each from the other because 
of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and 
subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are 
distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that 
the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of 
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the subcombination as claimed because the insert could be 
integrally cast with the shaft, rather than being separately 
insertable. The subcombination has separate utility such as 
use with a shaft with different dimensions than that 
claimed. 

Inventions (VI & VI) and (I, II, & IV) are related as 
apparatus and product made. The inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if either or both of the following 
can be shown: (1) that the apparatus as claimed is not an 
obvious apparatus for making the product and the apparatus 
can be used for making a different product or (2) that the 
product as claimed can be made by another and materially 
different apparatus (MPEP § 806.05(g)). In this case the 
arrows can be assembled by inserting the insert and grinding 
the end using different tools. 

Inventions III and I are related as process of making 
and product made. The inventions are distinct if either or 
both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as 
claimed can be used to make other and materially different 
product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by 
another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). 

In the instant case the arrow shaft could be integrally 
cast with the insert. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons 
given above and have acquired a separate status in the art 
because of their recognized divergent subject matter, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement

second point having a weight of 320 grains and an outside 
diameter of 0.305 inches; 

B. Arrow shaft having a spine or outside diameter 
falling on a plot of spine versus outside diameter below and 
to the left of a straight line that includes a first point 
having a spine of 0.320 inches and an outside diameter of 
0.295 inches, and a second point having a spine of 0.480 
inches and an outside diameter of 0.280 inches. 

If Applicant elects Group IV, Applicant is further 
required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to 
be allowable.
